928 is regarded as the closest prior art, already discloses aqueous basecoats with a 
bonding agent obtained by radically polymerising ethylenically unsaturated monomers 
(A) with a polyurethane resin (B). This leads, in particular when used on metal 
substrates, to coatings with greater resistance to condensation (see Claim 1 : page 1 , 
lines 46-49; page 8, line 54 to page 9, line 3; and the examples). The polyurethane as 
per EP-A-0 521 928 D1 does not, however, contain the special mixture of aliphatic and 
cycloaliphatic diisocyanates and, in addition compounds which correspond to 
component a3) in the present claims.
